If there is one place in the world less sentimental than another assuredly it is an 
auction room, where everything is regarded almost entirely from a commercial point of 
view. But wbat are mere commonplace events to one generation often possess the 
liveliest of interest, and even importance, to succeeding decades. This is especially 
the case with Christie’s, where, for nearly a century and a quarter, most of the 
renowned works of art in this country—not to mention a large number now abroad- 
have come np for pnblic sale.

It is, in fact, one of the rarest of Hakluyt's books; and is missing 
even in the Hath library. 

The name of the original author is unknown. Of his Portuguese text, printed at 
Evora in 1557, only two or three copies are known. 

The Hakluyt Society has reprinted the above translation from the reissue made in 
1611. 

On December 15th, 1896, when the Hakluyt Society celebrated its 50th anniversary, 
repeated reference was made to the rarity of Hakluyt's works and the value of his 
labonrs. Sir Clements Markham, in bis address on that occasion, says: “ He 
(Hakluyt) saved numerous journals and narratives from destruction, and the deeds 
they record from oblivion. His work gave a stimulus to Colonial and to maritime 
enterprise, and it inspired our literature. Shakespeare owed much to Hakluyt's 
Principal Navigations; Milton owed much more. Americans revere the name of 
Walter Raleigh ; they should give an equal place to that of Richard Hakluyt.” 

Fronde calls Hakluyt’s Principal Navigations “ the prose epic of the modem 
English nation, an invaluable treasure of material for the history of geography, 
discovery, and colonisation, and a collection of the heroic tales of the exploits of the 
great men in whom the new era was inaugurated.” 

To no man does England owe its maritime greatness more than to the efforts and 
energy of Richard Hakluyt, for it was he, stung by the words of Popliniere accusing 
the English of indolence and neglect of their natural opportunities at sea (in the work 
VAdmiral de France ), determined by lectures, collecting of records, establishment of 
schools, to awaken the national apathy. The works of Hakluyt have left their mark on 
the English nation, and even to-day their influence is felt.

It 
represents a sort of niche or alcove, with blue hangings, in which on a throne or dais of 
green and red sit the Virgin robed in red and blue, with a square crown and nimbus of 
gold, on a back ground of silver. Before her breast she bears the image of her son 
within an oval frame to which the Holy Ghost, as a dove within a circular halo, 
appears to be flying from six different sides. This curious volume seems to have 
belonged to the College of Louis le Grand in Paris, in the seventeenth century.
